The Board noted that upon approval of a settlement 
agreement between an ANC and the Applicant, all protests filed by groups must be 
dismissed in accordance with D.C. Official Code § 25-609(b).  Subsequently, the 
dismissed group filed a motion for reconsideration but failed to present any persuasive 
reasoning that rendered the decision incorrect or otherwise authorized the Board to 
contravene a clearly written statute.  Consequently, the motion for reconsideration is 
without bases and must be denied.  Accordingly, on this 15th day of February 2023, the 
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Board hereby DENIES the motion for reconsideration.  A copy of this Order shall be 
provided to the parties.
